In Syroid, defined rules are displayed in the dialog box's upper 
pane. (See page 4 and Figure 6-14.) Furthermore, a 'Rule Description' segment in 
Syroid's dialog box details a rule's functionality and conditions that trigger the rule. (See 
page 4 and Figure 6-14.). Wholey, respectfully discloses providing a user interface 
upon condition satisfaction.
